BELPER  RURAL  DISTRICT. 


To  the  Belper  Rural  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Mr.  Vice-Chairman,  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  great  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Fifth  Annual  Report 
dealing  with  the  Vital  Statistics  of  the  thirty  parishes  which  com- 
prise the  area  of  the  Rural  District. 

There  has  been  a decrease  in  the  number  of  births.  In  1909  the 
births  registered  were  577,  and  in  1910,  550. 

There  has  been  a large  decrease  of  deaths  from  all  causes  ; in 
the  year  1909  the  total  deaths  registered  were  274,  and  in  the  year 
1910  only  229  deaths  were  registered. 

There  was  1 death  from  Scarlet  Fever  and  2 from  Diphtheria. 
The  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria  were  of  a mild  type. 

I am  glad  to  state  that  there  were  only  10  deaths  from  Cancer  in 
1910,  as  against  15  in  1909. 

9 deaths  occurred  from  Phthisis  and  9 from  otlier  Tuberculous 
diseases  in  1910,  making  a total  of  18,  as  against  17  in  1909. 

I should  like  to  call  attention  to  the  number  of  uncertified  deaths, 
which  I think  is  far  too  high. 
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Scarlet  Fever. 


67  cases  were  notified  in  1910,  as  against  57  in  1909.  They 
were  all  of  a mild  type,  and  only  1 death  occurred.  41  cases  were 
removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  and  26  were  nursed  at  home.

Duffikld,  Derby. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Helper  Rural 
District  Council. 


Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  iny  Annual  Report  for 
the  year  1910. 

I am  pleased  to  record  another  year’s  good  work,  and  to  say 
that  considerable  progress  has  been  made  as  regards  sanitary 
improvements  in  your  district  ; still,  there  is  much  to  be  done. 

The  Housing  and  Town  Planning  Act,  1909,  and  Regulations 
of  the  Local  Government  Board,  have  considerably  increased  the 
work  of  my  department,  and  in  the  near  future  some  clerical  assis- 
tance will  be  required. 

As  regards  the  administration  of  the  Act,  &c.,  it  is  obvious 
much  care  must  be  e.xercised,  as  if  extreme  measures  were  taken  in 
every  case,  I fear  the  result  would  be  disastrous. 

In  your  district  (like  most  others)  there  are  some  very  old 
houses,  which  are  not  up  to  the  standard  of  modern  requirements. 
In  many  cases  they  could  be  considerably  improved  if  the  owners 
were  willing  to  spend  money  on  the  works  of  improvement.  When 
improvements  are  suggested,  the  owner  naturally  says,  “ How  do 
you  think  I can  carry  out  your  suggestions  when  the  rent  of  the 
cottage  (with,  perhaps,  4 rooms,  outoiitices,  and  garden)  is  1/6  to  2/6 
per  wee  . It  seems  strange  that  there  are  cottages  to  be  obtained 
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at  that  rent,  but  such  is  the  case  in  part  of  your  district.  My  brief 
experience  as  your  designated  officer  under  the  Act  is  that  some  of 
these  small  dwellings  are  occupied  by  persons  who  could  well  afford 
to  pay  more  rent  for  larger  and  more  modern  houses. 

In  some  cases  there  would  indeed  be  a hardship  if  the  houses 
were  closed.  Take  the  case  of  a widow  with  children,  unprovided 
for ; or,  again,  a person  who,  through  some  misfortune,  cannot  earn 
sufficient  for  a decent  living  ; in  such  cases  as  these  it  would  tend 
to  drive  two  or  three  families  into  a private  house — a thing  to  be 
discouraged — or  into  the  Workhouse,  which  is  even  worse. 

I do  not  suggest  that  these  people  should  live  under  any 
insanitary  conditions,  far  from  that,  but  I do  say  that  "“where  an 
occupier  can  afford  to  provide  better  housing  for  himself  and  family 
he  should  be  compelled  to  do  so,  and  prevent  overcrowding  of  the 
small  cottage,  which,  with,  perhaps,  a few  pounds  spent  on  it,  might 
be  suitable  for  a less  number  of  inhabitants. 

Each  case  must  be  dealt  with  on  its  merits,  as  the  application 
of  a remedy  in  these  cases  is  no  light  task,  and  the  great  difficulty 
an  economic  one. 

I would  advise  your  Council  to  discourage  the  conversion  of 
privy  cesspools  to  pail  closets,  but  where  such  conveniences  are 
insufficient  a proper  W.C.  should  be  provided  if  there  are  sewers 
and  a water  supply  for  flushing. 

brief  account  of  the  matters  dealt  with  is  given  under  the 
respective  headings  to  which  they  belong.

In  some  cases  one  notice  will  contain  particulars  of  several 
defects  to  be  remedied,  and  may  refer  to  several  houses  in  a row, 
hence  the  discrepancy  between  the  notices  served  and  defects 
remedied — vide  Summary  at  the  end  of  the  report. 


Dairies,  Cowsheds,  Etc. 


Considerable  improvement  has  been  made  in  regard  to  ventila- 
tion, lighting,  and  drainage  of  Cowsheds. 

Your  Regulations  as  regards  Cowsheds  are  very  antiquated. 
There  is  no  uniformity  as  regards  cubic  space  per  cow,  etc.  There 
is  need  for  a minimum  standard,  but  for  the  present  it  is  perhaps 
inadvisable  to  frame  other  Regulations,  as  there  will  probably  be 
general  legislation  on  this  subject  in  the  near  future. 

There  are  now  258  Registered  Cowkeepers,  and  the  appro.ximate 
number  of  cows  in  milk  is  6000. 

1 he  District  from  time  to  time  is  visited  by  Veterinary  Inspectors 
of  the  large  towns  to  which  the  milk  is  sent.  It  is  gratifying  to 
note  that  only  4 cows  have  been  certified  to  be  suflFering  from 
Tuberculosis^^ of  the  Udder,  and  none  of  these  cows  were  of  the 
screw  ” or  “ waster  ” class. 

There  were  39  persons  registered,  and  1 7 struck  off  the  register. 


Disinfection. 


Where  Notifiable  Disease  has  occurred  all  necessary  disinfection 
has  been  done  with  Formalin  or  Sulphur,  and  fiuid  and  other  disin- 
fectants supplied  where  the  use  of  such  was  desirable. 
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. Three  Public  Schools  were  disinfected. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  with  Miss  Gilburns,  Matron  at 
the  Isolation  Hospital,  to  notify  me  per  telephone  immediately  an 
infectious  case  is  received  into  that  Institution  from  your  District. 
It  is  no  doubt  adding  more  to  Miss  Gilburn’s  duties  to  undertake 
this,  and  the  thanks  of  your  Council  are  due  to  her,  as  the  useful- 
ness must  be  apparent,  and  it  enables  me  to  arrange  for  disinfection 
without  unnecessary  delay. 


Food. 


All  shops  and  premises,  where  the  food  of  man  was  deposited  for 
sale  or  in  preparation  for  sale,  were  periodically  visited.  Hawkers’ 
carts,  etc.,  receiving  strict  attention. 

No  seizures  were  made  ; tlie  food  stuffs  generally  were  of 
superior  quality. 


Housing  and  Town  Planning. 


In  accordance  with  Article  (3)  of  the  Local  Government  Board 
Regulations,  dated  September,  1910,  a list  of  houses  for  immediate 
inspection  has  been  prepared. 

Up  to  the  present  15  houses  have  been  entered. 

Representations  were  made  as  regards  the  condition  of  13,  and 
Closing  Orders  have  become  operative  in  each  case.

As  regards  the  houses  at  Duffield,  some  of  them  might  be  made 
habitable,  but  unfortunately  the  owner  is  a Ward  in  Chancery. 
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The  Milford  houses  will  be  demolished  and  better  class  houses 
erected  on  the  site. 

The  houses  at  Morley  will  be  demolished  and  no  further  acticn 
taken. 

There  is  no  demand  for  cottages  at  Duffield  or  Morley,  as  there 
were  cottages  “ To  Let  ” at  the  time  the  occupiers  of  these  houses 
were  displaced. 


Police  Court  Proceedings. 


Only  1 case  was  taken  before  the  Magistrates  ; this  for  wilfully 
exposing  a child,  whilst  suffering  from  Scarlet  Fever,  in  a public 
place,  to  wit,  a Sunday  School.  The  parent  was  fined  2/6  and 
costs.

Scavenging. 


The  removal  of  ashes,  nightsoil,  etc.,  is  now  contracted  for  in  the 
Parishes  of  Dethick,  Lea,  and  Holloway,  Duffield,  Kilbourne,  and 
South  Wingfield. 

1 he  work  was  done  well  in  Duffield  and  Soutli  Whngfield.  The 
other  parishes  were  not  so  well  served. 

At  Horsley  \\  oodhouse  a permanent  tip  has  been  provided  for 
tins,  glass,  and  other  materials  of  no  value.  Temporary  depots  are 
provided  at  convenient  parts  of  the  parish,  where  the  inhabitants 
may  deposit  such  material.  These  are  cleared  at  times,  as  required, 
and  the  rubbish  carted  to  the  tip.  Farmers  remove  ashes  and 
nightsoil. 

Crich  Parish  Council  are  considering  the  provision  of  refuse  tips 
to  w lich  tlie  inhabitants  may  take  dry  refuse.  Scavenging  would 

e too  costly  for  this  Parish,  as  a large  Sewerage  Scheme  is 
recnnimended.

All  licenses  for  slaughter-houses  in  use  at  the  31st  December 
have  been  renewed  for  a year. 

A new  license  was  granted.
